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NOTES 





Prelude to Parsifal RICHARD WAGNER 


Wagner's last music drama, Parsifal, was premiered at Bayreuth 
on January 13, 1882, one year before the composer's death. 
Wagner called Parsifal a  "Stage-Consecrating Festival-Play" 
and intended that the work should be performed only at Bayreuth. 
In 1903, the work was performed at the Met, infringing the Bayreuth 
copyright and, since then,- Parsifal has entered the repertoire 
of major opera houses around the world. 


The Parsifal Prelude is built upon three themes. The first 
is the opening unaccompanied melody, the leitmotif associated 
with the Last Supper. The second is the “Dresden Amen" (used 


also by Mendelssohn in his Reformation Symphony), which is the, 
motive of the Grail, and the third theme following immediately 
is the Faith motive. The Last Supper motive returns at the 
end in a mystical, upward-rising version. 


Concerto for Flute and Orchestra JACQUES IBERT 


Jacques Ibert's ouevre is diverse and eclectic in style and 
includes works written in every major genre. The Flute Concerto, 
composed and published in 1934, is dedicated to the flutist 
Marcel Moyse, who gave the premiere performance. Scored for 
double winds and strings, the concerto is in the traditional 
three movements in the succession fast-slow-fast. The energetic 
outer movements stress the solo instrument's virtuoso possibilities 
while the brief and quiet second movement is of a more reflective 
nature. 


Petrouchka IGOR STRAVINSKY 


Petrouchka was first produced in Paris on June 13, 1911. The 
premiere was a great success, and the popularity of the ballet 
has never waned since. Much of the melodic material in Petrouchka 
is borrowed, but the harmony, orchestration and rhythms are 
so strikingly original that, seventy-five years later, it still 


generates the same excitement and stirs the same passion as 
it did at the premiere. Indeed, the so-called "Petrouchka chord" 
(which combines the notes of C major and F sharp major) still 
engenders lively debate among music scholars. 


The ballet is divided into four scenes: "The Shrove-tide Fair," 


“Petrouchka's Room," "The Moor's Room," and "Grand Carnival." 
The bustling outer scenes depict the crowds and entertainments 
of a fair. In the middle two scenes a short drama is played 


out wherein three puppets (Petrouchka, the Moor, and the Ballerina) 
come to life and enact a love tragedy. At the end of the ballet, 
the Moor kills Petrouchka, but the latter's ghost remains to 
haunt the mountebank who has been exhibiting the puppets. 


Stravinsky's music not only supports and portrays the events 
of the ballet, it also forms a complete and satisfying structural 
whole and, for this reason, the work is equally successful whether 
played in concert or in the theatre. Petrouchka was revised 
by the composer in 1947, as much for copyright as for musical 
reasons; tonight's performance is of the original 1911 score. 


It might be noted in closing that Stravinsky conducted Petrouchka 
at a concert of the Toronto Symphony Orchestra nearly fifty 
years ago, on January 5th, 1937. This was the composer's first 
visit to Canada, and the concert marked the beginning of a close 
association between Stravinsky and Toronto.

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TONIGHT'S ARTISTS 


Considered one of today's most talented European conductors, 
MICHEL TABACHNIK concluded his studies in piano, conducting 
and composition at the Conservatoire in his home town of Geneva, 
and embarked upon a conducting career which quickly brought 
notice and invitations from such prominent masters as Igor 
Markevitch, Pierre Boulez and Herbert von Karajan.

Acclaimed in Toronto for his work with the Canadian Opera Company 
(Lohengrin, Carmen, The Rake's Progress, Madama Butterfly), 
Maestro Tabachnik has also conducted productions at the Deutsche 
Oper, Rome Opera and at festivals in Paris, London, Prague, 
Athens and Zurich. He has also led such distinguished orchestras 
as the Berlin Philharmonic, Amsterdam Concertgebouw, Los Angeles 
Philharmonic, Paris National Orchestra, and Warsaw Philharmonic. 


Most recently, he toured in Europe with 1'Orchestre de la 
Méditerranée, appeared with 1'Orchestre de la Suisse Romande 
in Geneva, and conducted concerts in Copenhagen and for UNESCO 
in Luxembourg.

This intensive, advanced course 
offers the opportunity to work with a variety of ensembles in 
the Faculty under the supervision of staff members and under 
the general direction of Maestro Tabachnik.

Concerto with the Toronto Symphony Orchestra at Roy Thomson 
Hall and, in January of 1986, she gave a recital at Hart House 
as part of the CBC Début Series. A native of Lacombe, Alberta, 
Miss Newman is in her third year of study at the Faculty of 
Music, as a student of Douglas Stewart.
